Set a Definite Maintenance Program 
For Your Home During the War

Most home owners think of sp ring and fall p eriods of the y ear 
as the time when they hav e to consider the rep airs necessary ' to 
keep their p rop erty in g ood condition. 
Now' more than ev er, because 
of p riorities on certain critical building materials which may be 
hard to g et when the time comes th at y ou need them badly , the old 
house m ust be kep t in rep air and not allowed to disinteg rate. 
Just as y ou are cautioned by the g ov ernment to conserv e y our 
cars and tires, so it seems imp erativ e to keep up y our p resent home. 
It is sensible to hav e comfort and liv ability in y our house, as well as 
feeling a p ride in its p ossession. 
Let us look at some of the units of y our house of which it will 
be difficult to secure certain p arts as they inv olv e critical materials. 
The necessary metal p arts of a heating p lant may be difficult to 
secure; therefore, clean out and ex amine y our heating sy stem and 
p ut it in a» g ood condition as p ossible for nex t y ear's service. 
Your p lumbing fix tures hav e brass fitting , such as faucets, 
v alves, etc. 
Those should be carefully insp ected and any rep air« that 
are needed should be made at once because brass and chrome will be 
difficult to secure. 
Walls and roofs must be weathertig ht. 
If they are not, necessary 
rep airs should he made at once because as moisture g ets into a roof 
or on the siding of a house, it bring s about rot and deterioration be­ 
sides the leaks that m ar the decoration on walls and ceiling s. 
Flashing s, g utters and downsp outs will need constant insp ection, 
p articularly as the house g rows older. 
These rep airs should be made 
immediately any sig ns of failure ap p ear. 
Galv anized iron sheets and 
cop p er will tfe difficult to g et. but substitutes may be used which 
y ou may learn about by consulting y our sheet metal contractor.

Perhap s one bath mig ht 
be larg er than the other; in which 
case, a shower, now so much In 
demand by the y oung er p eop le, 
can be p laced adv antag eously in 
the smaller of the two as a show­ 
er takes up less room than a tub. 
Tt is most p ractical and adv an­ 
tag eous. in most cases, to hav e a 
lav atory 
or

on the first 
floor.

is esp ecially true if 
there are y oung children In the 
family , and many step s will be 
sav ed 
by a first floor bath 
or 
lav atory . 
Each bath should be equip p ed 
with a medicine case hav ing a
